introduced an anonymous speaker* who was identified as 
representing the organization* "The Spirit of >76 Committee," 
inis anonymous speaker proceeded to speak about Communism, 
ne stated that although Americans know right from wrong 

?' re p 0o ^nc lined to do anything about it. He recommended 
»«pES°£ th ? Library^ of the University of Pennsylvania entitled 
The Protracted Conflict 11 . He stated that the seat of 
Communist power is not Russia and that the basic principles 
01 Communism are four fold: 
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1. Communists approach things indirectly. 

2. Distraction 

3. Monopoly of initiatives ^ it is all right for them 
to create conflicts and riots and take over 
governments on this side of the Iron Curtain but 
we are not allowed to do the same thing. 

4. The Communists cause revolts and revolutions. 

The next speaker was Reverend Kenneth Goff from 
Denver 3 Colorado. In his speech,, Reverend Goff stated that 
the "US is hated by men everywhere". The Communists are 
winning and have already won one third of the world in the 
past 50 years. They have enslaved one and one third million 
people and have killed 20 million Christians and 30 million 
other individuals. He stated that he was at a loss to 
understand why we 'send troops to the United Nations when we 
cannot stop Communism at home. At this point in his speech 
he was given a standing ovation. Reverend Goff further 
stated he cannot understand why 192 United States 'Supreme 
Court decisions were in favor of Communism. He stated that 
he wants to rid the United States of the Supreme Court. He 
then related that he was asked by one of his parishoners^ 

"Since you are a reverend dedicated to God , would you take 
up arms to defend this country?" Reverend Goff stated he 
answered "I would take up arms if the Communists take over 
or if the United Nations tries to subvert us. H He then 
stated that clergymen should not leave their churches to march 
with draft dodgers in Selma., Alabama., rather the clergy 
should spend their time preaching the doctrine that the United 
States should get out of the United Nations. During the 
speech., Reverend Goff stated that President Lyndon Johnson 
has "Fabian-socialist cohorts", and that "Johnson has as much 
power today as King George had in 1776" • 

Reverend Goff continued his speech claiming that the 
1912 blueprint for the Fabian Government take over that is 
taking place today was a book entitled "Start of Tomorrow" 
written by E. Iiandc.1 il-ouso, u®n :assu.io'd name. 
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Reverend Goff then related that after World War I* 
the Communists.- started to infiltrate the church* labor and 
education. By 1928* Communism was on the viane but then in 
1939 the Communists were successful in taking over the 
Democratic Party. The party nominated Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and after the nomination* Roosevelt immediately flew to see 
E. Mandel House. After being elected* Roosevelt recognized 
Russia and pulled up Joseph Stalin from a bank robber and 
murderer to a statesman. We then sold out Chaing Kai Shek 
after first selling out Eastern Europe. Subsequently* the 
United States got into the United Nations and there is now 
one third of the entire world under Communism. 

In conclusion* Reverend $off stated that we are 
running from Communists all over the world but if we lose to 
Communism here in the United States the world will be in the 
dark ages again. "Julius Ceasar Me Namara"* Secretary of 
Defense* wants to disarm the United States while we are still 
at war. He then stated that the two political parties are 
brainwashing the American people to the point where we are 
afraid to say the word "American" . It is time we had a 
political party stamped "Made in the United States".

This source advised on July 11* 1966* that the 
second session of the day got underway at 7s 00 p.m. with 
approximately 200 to 250 people present.

They read books on communism, written 
by communists . We must become professionals . In order to 
be a leader, you must “/rant to lead and have character to 
inspire confidence. You must have integrity. The book to 
read is entitled "Why Wot Speak/ by H.L. Hunt. It has 
famous speeches including MacArthur's farewell speech. 

The mini mum number of subordinates for a leader 
is three. I I then drew on the blackboard a 

diagram describing a Marine Squad. He told how this 
Squad operates. It is divided into three subsections end 
each subsection consists of four men. One of these men 
is the leader of this subsection, who, in turn., reports to 
the Commander of his Squad. He said about recruiting - 
think about what a man believes in before he is recruited. 
People in the Federal Government are properly indoctrinated 
before putting them in any sensitive position. 

The first source advise d on ,Tu 1 v n. 1 966 that 
a course on security was given bv l I from Los 

Angeles, California. According to this source, ! I 

discussed the following points during this course on security: 

Always have at least two mail drops. One for the 
suspect and one for nonsuspect. One of them should not 
be through the US Post Office. It should be at a friend-«s 
home or one of those office rental boxes in a train station 
or at an airport,, or it can be an ansxirering service. 

He told how to get a Post Office box under a 
fictitious name . He said you could have letters mailed 
to you at the Post Office you desire under a fictitious 
name in care of general delivery. You pick up the mail 
under this fictitious name for about two weeks. After 
two weeks say you are in the area on business for at least 
six months and you would like to get a Post Office Box. 

Ask for Post Office box under fictitious name that you 
have been using to get your name at general delivery. 

Another way to get a Post Office box under a fictitious 
name is to have a woman get the Post Office box for you 3 
usually they will not ask a woman for identification and. 
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if they do, she could always make an excuse that she does 
not carry any. 

Most telephones in public places are tapped. 

All telephones in all Federal buildings are tapped , including 
pay phones. 

On organizing new bands for Minutemen, three 
original organizers should check security on new members 
as follows: 

1. Check auto registration file. 

2 . Check Social Security master list. 

3* Knock on a neighbor’s door and give a 

sample of something such as toothpaste or 
soap. Make believe you work for the company 
that manufactures this product and you are 
sampling people’s reactions to it. Ask 
questions regarding their next door neighbors 
who would be the person wanting to join the 
Minutemen . 

4. If you have friends in the Police Department,- 
check but the new members’ names through 
these friends. 

5. If you have a friend who works in a bank, 
check them in the same Manner or check 
through them in the same manner. 

Harassment 


Communists will always accept a collect telephone 
call. You can call to harass them at about two o’clock 
in the morning. Just call and say something like "How 
is everything and how is the family," and then hang up 
the phone . 
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Until you are sure of new members, use code 
names and numbers do not give your real name to them. 

In order to maintain security have th. •■person be 
in a phone booth at a certain time. Call them at that 
number. Be across the street where you can see them in 
the telephone booth and they can see you. Tell them to 
go to another location. Make sure they are not being 
follovred and make sure they do not contact anyone else about 
the new location. Last names should never be used at 
any gathering. Important notes should be passed around 
then destroyed. Receipts for Post Office boxes should be 
kept. All finances should be in cash. All quantities 
of material that are bought should be divided among 
members. Designate two persons to maintain files. Be 
ready to destroy these files if it is necessary. Call 
the Automobile License Bureau for plate number of any 
car you suspect. If approached by the FBI or Police , 
deny everything. At meetings place the security guards 
in appropriate places. At outdoor maneuvers , park your 
car half mile 'away. 

The second source advised on July 11 , 1 966 , that 
during t h i s tra . i . ni np~ pr ogram;, a course on interrogation was 

gi ven by | |. According to this source, this course 

fry I I covered the following points: 

When you are interrogated by the Police or FBI - 

1. Keep your mouth shut. Give the minimum 
amount of information necessary such as name, 
address . 

2. Tell them "I would like to cooperate, but I 
would like to speak to my attorney first.” 

3. File Power of Attorney. 

4. Give copy of above to someone to hold. 
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Method of Interrogation - 

Interrogation should t ike place in a room i-.hich is about 
10’Xlo’ . There should be no distractions. It should be 
soundproof. Windows should be closed. It should be painted 
white , sparsely furnished,, with no pictures. It should . 
have straight chairs, which should be anchored to the floors 
they should be plain and unpadded. The questioner’s chair 
should be slightly higher than the suspect’s chair. It 
should have metal tips so it can slide easily on the floor. 

There should be a hidden tape recorder with a crystal microphone. 
This microphone should be omnidirectional. The interrogator' 
should be an actor. The recording speed of this tape 
recorder should be 1 and 7/8 inches per seond. Before the 
interrogation begins, the interrogator must have the will to 
win. He must sell himself. All the necessary background 
information should be complete. The interrogator must have 
a definite plan of attack. He must know what you want 
to learn. You must have an open plan of attack in case the 
suspect begins to get wise to your original plan of attack. 

The suspect may change his manner. Never ever be a bully. 

Never bluff. Never make promises you can’t keep. Give the 
suspect a cigarette if he wants one, it will make him feel 
relaxed. If you feel that the suspect did not deserve a 
cigarette, refuse one in him. Blame it on the fire 
regulation saying that you are not allowed to smoke in this 
room. If ever the suspect has been mistreated or if 
another interrogator has not allowed him to smoke, then 
let suspect smoke. There should be one interrogator in 
the room with the suspect. Meet the suspect in another room. 

Introduce yourself as Mr. not as officer - , or 

captain. Never lose your temper. Use key questions 
in the positive approach. Leading questions should always 
be used. Play down the crime. Blame his accomplices, 
blame prejudice. Don’t swear or curse. Use the suspect’s 
language, Dont’ call the suspect a liar.

He sa id that the FBI is part of the Federal 
bureaucracy, and. so far, J. Edgar Hoover has resisted 
turning the into a national police force. He said 
that the onl/ wa Y to win against the FBI is to outgrow them. 
Get more memP e rs than they could possibly check on. He said 
the mail of ’'Minutemen” is checked. The "Minutemen" use 
different typ es °f mailings every week. Some weeks it will 
be first claf 5 ®# some weeks third class, "and different mail 
boxes are use^ every week. Sometimes it is necessary for us 
to wait sevei* a i months before answering new correspondence 
if that new correspondence has a return address on it, because 
the FBI probably is checking out the person who writes to the 
"Minutemen" puts his return address on his envelope. 


ThC first source advised on July 14, 1966, that 
Robert De Pu<?k was. also the instructor in a course on 
propaganda ar 1 ^ mobile surveillance. During this course, 
Mr. De Pugh prought out the following points: 


Toi propaganda you must have certain objectives. 
You should aj- m a i registered Republicans. .Some of the 
media that c^ n be used for propaganda are television, radio. 
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literature and personal contacts. Get their full attention. 
Create interest and keep their interest. Put your argument 
in favorable light. Tell them how it will help them. 

Create action. Use word of mouth. Use printed literature. 
Do not use long rambling speech, it could breach security. 
Keep your speech and literature short. Do- not use too 
many words. Do"-, not fill the page with vrriting. 

Differenct types of propaganda: 

White Propaganda - this readily identifies the 
person who puts it out. 

Gray Propaganda - this propaganda does not 
identify the person xirho printed it or put it out. 

Black Propaganda - this propaganda pretends to 
come from the enemy. An example of this is a campaign 
which the” Minutemen” ran several years ago. They put 
stickers in telephone booths which said, !I A Socialist 
America by 1968" . Naturally people thought that this 
was put out by the Communist Party, when actually the 
Minutemen were the ones who put this stuff out. 

part of th ©propaganda budget should be used 
to keep your members. Try to build respect for"Minutemeri* 
among conservative members. Use propaganda as a prelude 
to recruiting. Use it to get new members. Propaganda 
can also be used to confuse the enemy. We must adopt a 
double standard. Rumors are one of the best forms of 
propaganda . 


Psychological Assassination 

Alienate your enemy from his friends. Get him 
to lose his job. Separate him from the normal framework 
of his environment. Shake his confidence. Examples of this 
would be to pick the lock on his door but don’t go in, 
just leave the door open and walk away. When he comes 
home and finds his door open, he will know that had someone 
wanted to go into the house it would have been possible.

At first you will lot® him, but 
after several days of this practice, you shoui-d Quite 
proficient at trailing someone and not losing him. In 
order to shake a tail, use such things as the switch and 
double switch between cars.

Location of Minutemen" Training Camps, in New York State 


The first source advised on July 11,19663 that during 
the PP Convention on July 4 , 1966, he had learned that the 
Minutemen” have two training camps located in the Adirondack 
Mountains and also another camp located on Lake Oneida, all of 
which are located in Northern New York State. It was further 
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ascertained that the "Minute men" were planning to hold. secret 
training maneuvers on July 9 and 10 , 19 66 in Harriman State 
Park located in Orange County, New York. 

Harassment Techniques Utilized By "Minutemen" 


The second source advised on July 11, 1966 , that 
on July 4, 1966 , he had learned during the PP Convention 
that the "Minutemen" utilized the follottfing harassment 
technique: 


When an opposing group desires to hold a meeting 
and the "Minutemen" do not approve of this group, three 
post cards, with a large picture of an eye on the hack, 
are mailed 10 days apart from three locations . These 
locations are Jamaica, New York, Miami, Florida and the 
State of California. These post cards are mailed to the 
opposing party and sometimes a small "Minutemen" sticker is 
affixed to the vehicles driven hy members of the opposing 
group .

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The "Minutemen" was organized in June, i960. } 

Its present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and I 

ROBERT B. DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, is the national * 

coordinator. Statements by DE PUGH and literature dis- 
tributed by the organization in the past indicated its i 

purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure of, the 
spread of Communist influence within the United States; j 

for the formation of a guerrilla or underground organi- l! 

zation to combat the troops of any foreign powers which 
might eventually occupy this country; and resist passage i 

of laws which would regulate private ownership of fire- ■ 

arms. [ 


The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, 
Missouri, has on numerous occasions, carried various 
articles concerning DE PUGH and the "Minutemen", where- 
in it was stated that members of the organization parti- 
cipate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics with 
machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DE PUGH has publicly stated on numerous 
occasions that the "Minutemen" as an organization does 
not buy or store arms or ammunition; however, the individual 
members of the organization maintain arms and ammunition, 
which is their constitutional right. 

"Minutemen" literature mailed to members in 
the past has furnished instructions in the use of 
explosives and has also given details for the mahing of 
explosive compounds from such readily accessible ingre- 
dients as a common fertilizer, ammonium nitrate. 

In May, 1966, a confidential source advised 
that ROBERT B. DE PUGH, in a recent message to the national 
coordinators of "Minutemen", announced the "Minutemen" 
organization was being divided into two separate bodies. 

One group to be composed directly of members who have been 
able to maintain complete secrecy of their identity, from 
both the public and from Government investigative agencies. 
The second group to be made up of all members who have been 
publicly identified, or who there is reason to believe have 
been identified as "Minutemen" members by an agency of the 
Federal Government. 
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In announcing the re-organization, DE PUGH 
stated that a complete resistance movement involving total 
resistance, must involve not only guerrilla warfare and 
not only resistance warfare, but that it must involve 
psychological and political warfare as well. 

DE PUGH stated that what he was proposing and 
trying to effect was to build a political party that as 
such would have legal immunity, which would serve as a 
communications networK for patriots that have other interest 
and among -whose members these other patriots can maintain 
their secrecy of identity. All future correspondence and 
communications on the national level will be done in the 
name of the Patriotic Party. DE PUGH also advised that if 
ever called to court, as he expected to be in the future, he 
was going to state that as far as the national organization 
is concerned, the "Minutemen" had ceased to exist. 

DE PUGH, in the announcement, continued to the 
effect there is no reason why at some future date, when the 
environment is more condusive to military action, that the 
Patriotic Party cannot be used once again to pull together 
various local organizations into one national organization. 
By acting both as a front and as a means of coordination, 
the Patriotic Party can !be invaluable in the building of .a'., 
future resistance movement. ■ v

On August 3, 1966, a confidential source advised 
that he received an invitation on July 30, 1966, to attend 
one of the six area 'meetings of the Patriotic Party (PP ) 
to be held August 6, 1966, in Seattle, Washington, Chicago, 
Illinois, Washington, D.G., Scottsdale, Arizona, Dallas,

Late City Edition, contained an article 
captioned " Minutemen Form a Political Party 
which reflects, "The ultra -conservative 
Minutemen formally entered the political 
arena today by founding the Patriotic Party . 
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"Robert Bolivar De Pugh, 42 year old 
National Coordinator of the Minutemen , 
said ‘several 1 other ’conservative’ 
organizations were observing and participating 
in the 2-day organization meeting. 

"At a news conference ... he introduced 
only one person representing another 
group - the Rev. Kenneth Goff of Denver, 

Director of the Soldiers of the Cross". 

On July 11, 1966, a second confidential source 
advised the PP was organized specifically to serve as a 
cover for the "Minutemen" while at the same time permit 
the "Minutemen" to engage in political activities. 

On August 10, 1966, the second source advised the 
PP held an area meeting in the Park Ballroom, Sheraton- 
Park 'Hotel, 2660 Connecticut Avenue, Northwest, Washington, 
D.C . , on August 6, 1966, from 1:30 PM to 8:00 PM. The second 
source furnished the following information concerning the 
activities at the meeting: 

The meeting, attended by approximately 69 persons 
from various states, including New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Virginia, West Vi rginia and 
Washington, D . C . , was called to order by the | | 

I I of Milford, Connecticut. 

The convention was opened with the singing of 
"The Star-Spangled Banner" and the "Pledge of Allegiance 
to the flag. 

Simultaneous meetings were being held in Chicago, 
Illinois, Seattle, Washington, Scottsdale, Arizona, Dallas, 
Texas, and Montgomery, Alabama. All cities were tied 
together through leased telephone lines which were connected 
to the public address systems. 
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I asked the other meetings to make contact with 
the Washington meeting. When contact was established, the 
cities acknowledged and gave their attendance figures, which 
were: Chicago - 300, Seattle - 200, Scottsdale - 200, 

and Dallas - 200. Montgomery acknowledged but did not give 
an attendance figure. 


Robert De Pugh was the first speaker at the 
Washington meeting. During his speech, De Pugh stated 
the American Indians lost to the white man because they 
were disorganized and fought among themselves. He stated 
the Republican ■ Party elected a president six years after 
its formation and the PP could do the same. 


The second speaker was I I who spoke 

from Montgomery, Alabama. During his speech, he stated 
the United States foreign policy is "no good". We trade 
with countries like England who then trades with North Vietnam. 
We are actually financing both sides of the war. He 
stated he wants to know why we are trying to get rid of 
Communists in Vietnam when we don't get rid of them in Cuba. 
During his speech, he received a lot of applause. 


The third speaker's Identity was not heard due 
to static from the public address system. He stated that 
he had lived in Cuba and was a prisoner of the Castro Regime. 
His speech dealt with various aspects of the American foreign 
policy toward Cuba. 


The fourth speaker, who spoke from the Scottsdale 
meeting, was the Reverend Kenneth Goff, who made the 
following remarks during his speech: 


We are in the middle of a civil war. There were 
nearly 700 people in Kansas City, Missouri, who were there 
to "bring America back to Its moorings". 

He stated Martin Luther King is working for a 
"super world" government planning to do away with America's 
freedoms . 
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The United .States should get out of the United 
Nations and Governor George Wallace should he in the White 
House . 

Communism is only .9.0 miles from our shores* hut 
we could wipe out the "bearded idiot" in 48 hours. 

Goff told his audience to look at Presidential 
Executive Orders and see plans for the takeover of farms* 
factories and transportation. He continued* "We are on 
our way toward a dictatorship" . 

A fifth speaker* a l speaking from 

Seattle* Washington*, gave a short- speech in which he stated 
he will bring up a 'resolution to merge- his conservative 
party with the PP. 

The sixth and last speaker was ■ wh0 

gave a speech on- leadership.

BACKGROUND: 


We have conducted an active investigation of the 
Minutemen since January, 1964, to identify all units and their 
respective officers due to the Minutemen*s stated objective 
to overthrow the United States Government in the event it 
comes under communist control. 

The Patriotic Party Convention recently held in 
'Kansas City, Missouri, was organized by DePugh as a political 
i arm of the Minutemen'. It was intended as a gathering of 
various ultraconservative elements to organize a conservative 
party of sufficient strength to eventually become influential 
•in political matters on a national level. 
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The convention was attended by approximately 400 
\ persons representing the Minutemen primarily and other ' 
organizations such as- the National States Rights Party, 
an anti-Semitic, Klan-type organization. Sources described 
the convention as poorly organized, conducted in an atmos- 
phere of secrecy and dominated by DePugh. The persons 
representing various geographical areas were instructed to 
elect leaders and return to these areas to build up the 
national party structure and become active in established 
political activities for experience.

We have ^given up hopes of being able to print either a May issue of 
On. Target, or a May issue .of the Minutemen News for our members. 

For the -past -month we have had little opportunity to do anything except 
defend ourselves* from the. legal attacks that are being made upon us. Several 'of 
our members have been called repeatedly as witnesses before a Federal Grand Jury 
in Kansas City. After being required to present themselves at 9:00 A.M. they have 
had to wait all day and even as late as 11:00 o’clock at night waiting to be called. 

i 

Meantime, our individual workers have been harassed as usual by the 
Internal .Revenue 'Department, and Treasury Agents. The obvious intent is to. waste 
our time and money to such a degree that we are unable to earn a* living. for our 
families or .continue -our organizational activities. 

Occasionally someone- n advise s'* me that we should not do anything illegal 
so -as to avoid this persecution. I hope that most of our friends are not so naive 
- as to think that outspoken patriots can avoid government harassment by simply 
staying within the law* 

* * . > 

. . Right now, the Minutemen are bearing the brunt of the legal attack [ 

against the conservative movement. If really hurts our feelings when people say, * 
”The Minutemen are just sitting back waiting for the communist^ to take over so 
they can shoo,t it out”. There is no other conservative organization today that is" 
so completely in the. front lines of this conflict as our own organization. 

Throughtout our past and present legal battles it would have been a great 
help if we had known what to expect. Cur defense would have been stronger if we 
could have anticipated a few of the underhanded tricks that the government has 
resorted to in their efforts to destroy us. 

As soon as possible we intend to prepare a booklet which' will set forth 
in detail the tactics of legal harassment that have been used against us as well 
as the citizens* rights under the law in these matters. It Is certain that other 
conservatives will also be attacked by these same legal maneuvers as soon as they 
have finished with the Minutemen. We feel now that one of the things that we can . 
best do to serve the conservative movement will be to put this information in 
print so that others will have in advance what we did n«t have and what we needed 
so much*

Fortunately, the situation is not all bad* In spite of their best efforts 
the * government has not been able to obtain grand jury indictments, and it seems 
doubtful that they will.

We are sold out just now but will have an additional supply very soon* We are 
receiving unexpected support in the formation of the* Patriotic Party. Plans ere 
progressing nicely for our National Convention which will begin at 1:00 P*M. Sat~ 
urday, July -3rd and end at 12:00 P.M* July 4th. ' This will allow travel time so 
that most people will be able to attend without taking time off fromj:heir regular 






' - j Our concept of a complete resistance movement includes both a political 
arm and a militant underground arm. The underground must have the support of the 
peop_ejan <2 this is best obtained through a political platform and political or- 
ganization. At this late date in the communist takeover of our country no politi- 
ca_ export has a chance of success unless their candidates can be protected from 

intimidation by an underground movement that can also guarantee an honest count of 

the ballots. 

This concept of a complete resistance movement has been developed from 
an extensive six-year long study of past efforts by the people of other countries

A characterization of the Minutemen organization, 
which includes the Patriotic Party, is attached to this 
communication „ 

On January 9, 1967, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past and who 
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continuing loss of interest on the part of Party members 
and as of this time there is little indication that the 
Patriotic Party of Illinois will function much longer as 
an active group. 

Source advised that the following letter has been 
sent recently to Patriotic Party members in Illinois by 
Marion Cleveland in an apparent effort to present her side 
in her dispute with Party officers over expenditures by her 
on behalf of the Party:

"MINUTEMEN" 


The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Nor borne , Missouri. ROBERT B. DE PUGH, 
Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified as the National 
Coordinator of the organisation. DE PUGH has stated the member- 
ship of the "Minutemen" to be in excess of 35, 000 members; 
however, sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and 
that a more true estimate would be between 300 and 2,000 members. 
Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organiza- 
tion indicate its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure 
of, the spread of communist influence within the United States; 
for the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization to 
combat the troops of any foreign powers which might eventually 
occupy this country; and resist passage of laws which would 
regulate private ov/nership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous 
occasions contained articles concerning the "Minutemen, " wherein 
it was stated that members of the organization participate j,n 
maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, 
grenades, and other firearms. DE PUGH has publicly stated the 
"Minutemen" as an organization does not buy or store arms or 
ammunition; however, individual members are urged to maintain 
arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right. 
"Minutemen" has given instructions in the use of explosive 
compounds from such readily accessible ingredients as common 
fertilizer, amm onium nitrate. ROBERT DE PUGH, along wit h his 
close associate I l and | West 

Coast Regional Coordinator, were convicted in u.cs. BX^Trict Court 
of violation of the Federal Firearms Act. All were sentenced to 
prison and all are free on bond pending their appeals to the 8£h 
Circuit Court of Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri. 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police Department 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen," charging them with^ 
"conspiracy to commit arson," and "Illegal possession of firearms."

"MINUTEMEN” 


The “Minutemen was organized in June, 1960. Its present 
headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. ROBERT B. DE PUGH, Norborne, 
Missouri, has been publicly identified as the National Co- 
ordinator of the organization. DE PUGH has stated the membership 
of the "Minutemen 00 to be in excess of 35,000 members, however, 
confidential sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and 
that a more true estimate would be between 800 and 2,000 members. 
Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organi- 
zation indicate its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure 
of, the spread of Communist influence within the United States? 
for the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization to 
combat the troops of any foreign powers which might eventually 
occupy this country? and resist passage of laws which would 
regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions 
contained articles concerning the "Minutemen, co wherein it was 
stated that members of the organization participate in maneuvers 
utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, 
and other firearms. DE PUGH has publicly stated the "Minutemen" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition? 
however, individuallmembers are urged to maintain arms and 
ammunition, which is their constitutional right. “Minutemen" has 
given instructions in the use of explosive compounds from such 
readily accessible ingredients as common fertilizer, amm onium 
nitrate. ROBER T DE PUGH, along with his close associate l | 

I ~l and I i West Coast Regional Coordinator, 

were convicted in U. S. District Court of violation of the' Federal 
Firearms Act. All were sentenced to prison and all are free on 
bond pending their appeals to the 8th Circuit Court of Appeals, St. 
Louis, Missouri. 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police Department 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen, 00 charging them with 
"conspiracy to -commit arson,” and "illegal possession of firearms." 
An inventory of firearms seized as a result of these arrests in- 
cluded 115 rifles, 26 handguns, 8 automatic weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 
mortars, 1 anti-tank gun and an unknown guantity of ammunition. 

In April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the "Minutemen" organi- 
zation was then dividing itself into two bodies § One group to be 
members who have been able to maintain their identity' in complete 
secrecy from the public and government investigative agencies, and 
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the other group to be made up of members who have been publicly 
identified and who will become active in the Patriotic Party. 

The first group will go completely underground and will continue 
to emphasize intelligence activities and resistance warfare training 
programs. The first national convention of the Patriotic Party 
was held July 3 and 4, 1966, at 1 Kansas City, Missouri, with DE PUGH 
acting as chairman. About 300 individuals attended this convention 
The second annual convention of the Patriotic Party was held 
July 2, 3, and 4, 1967, Kansas City, Kansas, with approximately 240 
persons attending. DE PUGH resigned as National Chairman at the ' 
convention, however, he stated he would continue in an advisory 
capacity. The delegates, at DE PUGH's urging, endorsed former 
governor of Alabama, GEORGE WALLACE, and WILLIAM SENS PATRICK, 
millionaire cosmetics manufacturer of San Rafael, California, as 
president and vice president candidates in the 1968 elections.

SPECIAL BULLETIN TO NETWORK DIRECTORS 

FROM THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 

Item 1 - ORGANIZATION OF NETWORKS 

* ^ ^ t h 

It has now been approximately six months since we began changing our 
organizational pattern from a series of para-military bands and teams into a 
number of Resistance Networks. This change was made because we felt the network 
concept met the needs of a modern resistance movement more effectively. 

About 2000 members have now been appointed to the position of Network 
Director. In some cases, these networks have grown rapidly in numbers and have 
greatly improved their knowledge and proficiency. In most cases the networks 
have shown gradual growth and improvement. In a few cases the appointed director 
has resigned and has. turned the job over to someone else. 

A 

, As in any other endeavor, the progress of the group is dependent on 
the leader. The progress (or lack of progress) by each network depends on the 
attention and efforts of the Network Director more than anything else. 

A determined and energetic director can build a. successful network 
without any help at all from National Headquarters. A director who lacks energy 
and dedication is not likely to succeed even if we hold his hand every step of 
the way. We intend to help our directors all that circumstances will permit 
but the final responsibility for success or failure is yours alone. 

This organizational change from Bands to Networks is now .nearly com- 
plete. For the next few weeks we will concentrate on helping those directors 
who want to succeed and in replacing those who do not feel themselves capable 
of fullfilling these responsibilities. In some cases, smaller or less active 
networks may be combined with larger or more active networks. In such cases, 
the present director of the smaller network will become Assistant Director of 
the combined operation. 

Item 2 - CONTACT WITH MEMBERS 

There is no other factor so essential to success of the network as 
communication between the Director and the members. This contact may be by mail, 
telephone, courier, dead drop or in person. It MUST be reasonably- frequent. 

These contacts are necessary for the director to enthuse and encourage the 
members— to size the members up— to determine their ability and reliability. 
Such contacts are necessary to assign work and study projects to the members 
and to receive reports 'from them. 
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is some security risk to sucWcontacts but with a 
little imagination and work the director can reduce such risks to a minimum. 
Excess "security" should not be used as an excuse for laziness. Just as your 
enthusiasm and morale depend on hearing from us as oft’en as possible, the 
morale of the people in your network will depend on hearing 'from you often. 
Don't let them down! 

Item 3 - NETWORK BULLETINS 



To assist our directors in maintaining contact with their members we 
plan to provide monthly bulletins which you can remail for that purpose'. 

For the most part these bulletins will contain information of a 
technical nature which your members will find interesting. In this way we can- 
help make your job a little easier but we can't do the whole job. Your members 
want to hear from YOU. Just as you want to feel. that you. are part of a nationa 
organization., the people in your groups want to feel that they are part of an 
active network. 


Because of the legal pressures on several members of our national 
staff we don't know how long we can continue to furnish these bulletins but 
we are preparing them in advance for February and March.

You should make every effort to add some personal message or assign 
some local project along with these bulletins as they are sent out. 

Let us know HOW MANY copies you will need of the February and March 

issues. ; 


In April and subsequent months we will send only one copy to each 
director. By that time you should be prepared to copy or reproduce by some 
means enough extra copies to meet the needs of your network. 

We are enclosing the approximate number of January Network Bulletins 
which we expect you will need. ■ 

Be sure to get them mailed out to your .people WITHOUT DELAY, 

Item 4 - MAIL DROPS ’ " 


For best security we will continue to change mail drops frequently. 
For the past several months a careful examination of incoming mail (even at our 
best known addresses) shows no sign of having been opened. By using multiple 
drops and much "fake" mail sent in by members assigned to that task we can 
deceive the snoopers as to the degree of activity in each state. Each network 
will be assigned a new drop with our regular January Bulletin. Until that time 
use the one stapled to this special bulletin! 

Item 5 - REORGANIZATION AT NATIONAL 


During the last eight years three members of the original Executive 
Council have died. At a secret meeting last month three new members were 
selected from our most efficient and fully tested area coordinators to fill 
these vacancies. 



A few ye^Higo each member of the Execut^flRouncil was responsible 
for some one area activity. This division of laflr had also become 
neglected with time. Now, we have once again divided our work at National 
.Headquarters into ten separate departments with one member of the Executive 
Council responsible for each department. 

New identification numbers have also been assigned to each member of 
the Executive Council as follows: / / . 

001000 - National Coordinator

ORGANIZATIONAL OBJECTIVES. While we are speaking of programs and policies, 
we should remember that our own personal objectives may not always be the same as 
those of the National organization. 

For example, one member recently said that he joined tha organization because 
he thought his home was in danger because of the race riots and he thought the 
Minutemen would help protect It.

(e) No member Is to become involved in any type of racial violence except as 
a very last resort to save himself or those in his immediate 'vicinity from physical 
harm.

PURPOSE : 

O To advise you of plans being made for a convention 
of 'the ".Patriotic Party" to be held on July 2,3, and 4, 1967, 
in Kansas city, Kansas , and training sessions to be held by 
the Minutemen organization throughout the country at 
different times this summer. 

BACKGROUND: 


As you are aware, .the "Patriotic Party" is the 
political arm of the Minutemen. The .Minutemen group is a 
highly secret, anticommunist, paramilitary organization based 
in Nor borne, Missouri, and led by one Robert DePugh. DePugh, 
who was recently convicted of violations of the National 
Firearms Act, is presently out on bond awaiting appeal from 
his conviction. He formed the "Patriotic Party" in May, 1966, 
for the purpose of conducting "political warfare" as contrasted 
with the purpose of the Minutemen which is to conduct "guerrillj 
warfare" against the communists. //. 

DePugh has announced plans to hold a convention of 
the "Patriotic Party" in Kansas City, Kansas, on July 2,3, and 
4' of this year. He has also indicated plans for "resistance 
warfare training programs" to follow the convention at various 
intervals during this summer. This series of training sessions 
will deal with various phases of guerrilla warfare as well as 
training in the use of explosives. They will be given by the 
Minutemen organization and will last from seven to ten days. 

He has not announced the locations of these training sessions

It is anticipated that considerable Minutemen 
activity v/ill take place behind the scenes at this convention 
and Bureau sources have been instructed to attend all facets 
of the affair.

Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organi- 
zation in the past indicated its purpose to be the resistance 
to, and exposure of, the spread of communist influence within 
the United States % for the formation of a guerrilla or under- 
ground organiz ation to- combat the trpops of any foreign powers 
which mighty eventually occupy this country; and resist passage 
of laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper^ Kansas City, Missouri, 
has on numerous occasions, carried various articles concerning 
DE PUGH and the "Minutemen", wherein it was stated that members 
of. the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DE PUGH has publicly stated on numerous occasions 
that the "Minutemen" as an organization does not buy or store 
arms or ammunition; however, the individual members of the 
organization maintain arms and ammunition, which is their 
constitutional right. 

"Minutemen" literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions in the use of explosives and has 
also given details for the making of explosive compounds from 
such readily accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, 
ammonium nitrate. 

In May, 1966, a confidential source advised that 
ROBERT Bo DE PUGH, in a recent message to the national coordi- 
nators of "Minutemen, " announced the "Minutemen" organization 
was being divided into two separate bodies. One group to be 
composed directly of members who have been able to maintain 
complete secrecy of their identity, from both the public and 
from Government investigative agencies. The second group to 
be made up of all members who have" been publicly identified, or 
who there is reason to believe have been identified as "Minute- 
men" members by an agency of the Federal Government. 

In announcing the re-organization, DE PUGH stated 
that a complete resistance movement involving total resistance, 
must involve not only guerrilla warfare and not only resistance 
warfare, but that- it must involve psychological and political 
warfare as well. 
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"MINUTEMEN" 



DE PUGH stated that what he was proposing and trying 
to effect was to build a political party that as such would 
have legal immunity, which would serve as a communications 
network for patriots that have other interests, and among 
whose members these other patriots can maintain their secrecy 
of identity. All future correspondence and communications on 
the national level will be done in the name of the Patriotic 
Party. DE PUGH also advised that if ever called to court, as 
he expected to be in the future, he was going to state that as 
far as the national organization is concerned, the "Minutemen 
had ceased to exist. 

DE PUGH, in the announcement, continued to the effect 
there is no reason why at some future date, when the environment 
is more condusive to military action, that the Patriotic Party - 
cannot be used once again to pull together various local organi- 
zations into one national organization. By acting both as a 
front and. as a means of coordination, the Patriotic Party can 
be invaluable in the building of a future resistance movement.

The r 'Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne , Missouri, and ROBERT B. 

DE PIJGH, Norborne, Missouri, is the National Coordinator. 
Statements by DE PUSH and literature distributed by the 
organization in the past indicated its purpose to be the 
resistance to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist 
influence within the United States; for the formation of 
a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops 
of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this 
country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate 
private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, 
Missouri, has on numerous occasions, carried various, 
articles concerning DE PUGH and the M Minutemen M , wherein 
if was stated that members of the organization participate 
in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, 
mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DE PUGH has publicly stated on numerous occasions 
that the "Minutemen" as an “organization does not buy or store 
arm 3 or ammunition; however, the individual members of the 
organization maintain arms and ammunition, which is their 
constitutional .right . 

"Hinutemen” literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions in the use of explosives and has 
also given details for the making of explosive compounds from 
such readily accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, 
ammonium nitrate . 

In May, 1966, a confidential source advised that 
ROBERT B. DE PUGH, in a recent .message to the National 
Coordinators of ^Minutemen" , announced the "Minuieuen” 
organization was being divided into two separate bodies. 

One group to be composed directly of members who have been 
able to maintain complete secrecy of their identity, from 
both the' public and from Government investigative agencies. 

The second group to be made up of all members who have been 
publicly identified, ©r who there is reason to believe have 
been identified as "Minutemen” members by an agency of the 
Federal Government .

’’MINUTEMEN" 



The "Minutemen" was organized in. June, 1960. 

Its present headquarters are Norborne , Missouri . ROBERT 
B. DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly ^ identi- 
fied as the National' Coordinate!* of the organization. 

DE PUGH has stated the membership .of the ’’Minutemen" to be 
in. excess of 35,000 members; however, confidential sources 
state this figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more 
true estimate would be between 800. -and 2,000 members. State- 
ments by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organization . 
indicate its purpose to , .be the resistance to, and exposure of, 
the spread of Communist influence within the United States; 
fcr, the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization 
to -combat the troops of any foreign powers which might eventually 
occupy this country; and resist passage of laws which would 
reguiaie private ownership of firearms. 

The ’Kansas City Star" newspaper- has on numerous occa- 
sions contained articles concerning the "Minutemen", wherein 
it was stated that members of the organisation participate 
in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, I 

mortars , grenades, and other firearms . DE PUGH has publicly 
stated the "Minutemen" as an organization does not buy or 
store arms or ammunition; however, individual members are 
urged to maintain arms and ammunition, which is their con- 
stitutional right. "Minutemen" has given instructions in the 
use of explosive compounds from such readily accessible 

ingredients as common fertilizer, ammonium nitrate. ROBERT 

DE PUGH, along with his close associate I 1 

and I 1 West Coast Regional Coordinator, were con- 

victed is U.3. District Court of violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act. All were sentenced to prison and all are fx-ee 
on bond pending their appeals to the Eighth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri. 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police Departmen 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen", charging them with "con- 
spiracy t© commit arson” and "illegal possession of firearms". 

An inventory of firearms seized as a result of these arrests 
included 115 rifles, 26 handguns, 8 automatic weapons, 3 
bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tank gun and an unknown quantity 
of ammunition. 

In April, 1966 DE PUGH stated the "Minutemen" organ- 
ization was then dividing itself into two bodies: One group ^ 

to be members who have been able to maintain their identity in 
complete secrecy from the public and government investigative 
agencies , and the other group to be made up of members who have 
been publicly identified and who will become active in the 
Patriotic Party. The first group will go completely underground 
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and will continue to emphasise intelligence activities and 
resistance warfare. -training programs. The first national 
convention of the patriotic Party was held July 3 and 4, 

1966 at Kansas City, Missouri -with BE PUGH acting as chair- 
man. About 300 individuals attended this convention. The 
second annual convention of the Patriotic Party was held 
July 2, 3 and 4, 1967, Kansas City, Kansas with approximately 
240 persons attending. BE PUGH resigned as National Chairman 
at the convention ; however, he stated he would continue in an 
advisory capacity. The delegates, at BB PUG-H’s urging, en- 
dorsed former- Governor of Alabama, .GEORGE WALLACE, and 
ft?? PENN PATRICK, millionaire cosmetics manufacturer of 

San Rafael, California, as president and vice-president 
candidates .in the 1968 elections.
